In a press release published on 
September 17, on gov.uk, Mr 
Cameron said: “All public insti¬ 
tutions have a role to play in 
rooting out and challenging 
extremism.

Kingston University 
said it was proud to be 
multicultural, full of 
students from all 
backgrounds. 

It confirmed op¬ 
portunities for aca¬ 
demic debate were 
encouraged, but be¬ 
haviour that could be 
linked to hatred was 
not tolerated. 

A university spokesman 
said: “Should the university or 
the union be made aware of any 
concerns about the views ex¬ 
pressed at a society or university 
event, we would work closely to¬ 
gether to resolve the issue.

A letter to residents of Cot¬ 
tage Grove from Sergeant 
Trudy Hutchinson said offi¬ 
cers were aware of the “drug 
related antisocial behaviour”. 
It read: “We have made a num¬ 
ber of arrests and conducted 
successful drug warrants re¬ 


lating to this activity. Howev¬ 
er, I am writing to ask for your 
assistance in addressing the 
ongoing issue. A number of 
you have spoken to me and did 
not feel it appropriate to ring 
the police when you observed 
the activity, and my plea is 
that you ring us immediately 
if the drug-dealing is 
happening.” 

Mr Berry said: “I personally 
witnessed drug dealing in the 
area behind Victoria Road 
while out canvassing, and I re¬ 


ported it to the police. I have 
spoken to the borough com¬ 
mander and the local inspec¬ 
tor about it and I know that 
the person I witnessed drug 
dealing has been arrested. I 
am trying to put together a 
public meeting in the next few 
weeks.”

A witness told the 
Kingston Guardian: “About 
10 of them began climbing 
the netting of the World of 
Golf.

Fury at parking zone

Residents are furious at plans 
to expand controlled parking 
permit zones around New 
Malden High Street.

Elinor Parker, 74, of Alric 
Avenue, believes residents 
will unite in opposition to the 
additional zones, and has 
even put a poster outside her 
house in protest. 

She said: “Both my neigh¬ 
bours and everyone I speak to 
are against the idea. If any¬ 
body wants to come and visit 
they won’t be able to park 
here.

Unemployment in Kingston 
has fallen by 12 per cent in 
the past year, with a fall of 20 
per cent in 18 to 24-year-olds.

Rock band Muse nearly 
bought Kingston’s Grey 
Horse pub as part of a rescue 
deal to save it as a live venue, 
the Comet can reveal. 

A deal to take over the icon¬ 
ic Kingston music venue be¬ 
tween the manager of one of 
the world’s biggest rock 
bands and a brewery owner 
has fallen through. 

Young’s brewery had been 
struggling to find a tenant for 
the Grey Horse for almost a 
year when it got “very close” 
to signing a deal with the 


tour manager of Muse, which 
would have secured the pub’s 
future as one of the bor¬ 
ough’s few remaining live 
music venues. 

The deal fell through at the 
very last minute. 

Jeff Bygraves, business 
development manager at 
Young’s, said: “It was disap¬ 
pointing because we thought 
we had struck a deal, but it 
fell through at the last 
minute. 

“We have found a new land¬ 
lord. One who is already run¬ 
ning a successful Young’s 
pub.” 

Muse have released seven 
albums and won five MTV 
Europe Music Awards, six Q 


awards, eight NME awards 
and two Brit awards, among 
others. 

The multi-million album¬ 
selling Devon band currently 
on a Far East tour are best 
known for tracks Sing for 
Absolution, a version of 
Feeling Good and Supermas- 
sive Black Hole, which may 
have one day been belted out 
in the Grey Horse had things 
been different. 

The troubled Richmond 
Road pub, that has been fa¬ 
mous for live music for more 
than 70 years, will now re¬ 
open next month after exten¬ 
sive refurbishment, albeit 
with the new landlords 
expected to focus less on 


music. They run gastropub 
the White Hart just outside 
Guildford. 

A licensing application sub¬ 
mitted to Kingston Council 
last week suggested the 
Grey Horse would focus more 
on food rather than live 
entertainment. 

There did appear to be some 
provision for music in the old 
Ram Jam Club at the back of 
the pub, but this may not be 
ready for the October open¬ 
ing. 

New owners have also been 
in talks with Crack Comedy 
who used to run a stand-up 
club in the venue. 

Former landlord Richard 
Fletcher ran the pub for 


music scene 



“I have spoken to 
the new landlord 
and will be meeting 
with him soon to 
hand over the pub’s 
social media ac¬ 
counts.

A cats’ protection group has now stepped 
in to help round up a rowdy feline who 
has been causing havoc for pet owners 
and injuring house cats for weeks.

Attendees to the first state-of-the- 
borough meeting in seven years 
pleaded to be involved in growth 
and development decisions. 

As Kingston’s population is pre¬ 
dicted to grow by more than 
200,000 people by 2050, council 
leader Kevin Davis, pictured , said 
the council would have “failed” if 
it did not listen to residents. 

He said: “If we haven’t done 
that then we have failed, and if 
we have failed at that, then we 
have failed Kingston.” 

The meeting opened with a pre¬ 
sentation from Stewart Murray, 
assistant director of planning, on 
Tuesday, September 15. 

He addressed Kingston’s ex¬ 
pected growth of 34 per cent, 
which would bring along the need 
for more housing and infrastruc¬ 
ture in line with city hall’s hopes 
for the borough. 

Speaking to a packed Guildhall 
public gallery Councillor Davis 
said he was not a “fan of growth”, 
but accepted it was inevitable, 
and something the borough must 
prepare for. 

Councillor David Cunningham, 


chairman of the growth commit¬ 
tee, highlighted the need to make 
sure growth investments would 
also be geared towards areas out¬ 
side of Kingston town centre. 

Suggestions of where the focus 
could be were enthusiastically 
shouted out by members of the 
public. 

Using up almost all of the allot¬ 
ted hour given, members of the 
public gave emotional pleas to 
councillors to listen to residents 
in any future plans made, if any 
must be made at all. 

Marilyn Mason, from Transi¬ 
tion Town Kingston, said: “I re¬ 
ally want to take issue with 
the great idea that Greater 
London and Kingston has 
to grow. 

“We are all talking about f 
it as if it is a steam roller * 
we cannot control. 

“I would just like to point > 
out that there are places in 
the UK that are crying 
out for in- 



with tumultuous applause. 

Resident Angus Scott said: “In 
the rush for growth and the ex¬ 
citement of it and the vision of 
what we could be we cannot lose 
sight of where we are coming 
from.” 

Grove ward Councillor Jon Tol¬ 
ley said: “I run a business. I work 
hard. 

“I have no chance of buying a 
house in Kingston right now. 

“With a lack of affordable hous¬ 
ing and social housing there 
might be a level of some kind of 
gentrification coming into 
Kingston.” 

Liberal Democrat op¬ 
position leader Coun¬ 
cillor Liz Green cited 
the recent sale of the 
Tesco site in Tolworth 
in suggesting the coun¬ 
cil could purchase and 
develop on similar 
sites.

Voice parking concerns 


Before agreeing, or not, with the 
proposed parking restrictions in 
New Malden I recommend those 
affected should read the council 
website on parking permits. 

Some of the costs and require¬ 
ments are quite daunting. If the 
zone is imposed, permits must be 
applied for, they will not be auto¬ 
matically provided. 

There are problems if any req¬ 
uisite documentation is solely in 
a partner’s name. 

There are difficulties and costs 
when making arrangements for 
hire or courtesy cars, carers, 
child-minders, builders and 
changing vehicles. 

Removal vehicles also require 
permits and two weeks’ advance 
notification is obligatory. All dis¬ 
cretionary permits involve tak¬ 
ing action not currently required 
and are fraught with possible pit- 
falls which can result in penalty 
charges. 

If the gap outside a 
property (eg, crossover to 
crossover) is less than 4.5 metres 
it can not be classified as a park¬ 
ing bay. It will probably then 
merit a double yellow line. This 
will reduce the amount of park¬ 
ing available at a stroke. Resi¬ 
dents and visitors will no longer 
be able to park in front of the 


crossover to their property. 

All single bays, in addition to 
continuous bay runs, will have 
posts with a plate detailing the 
parking restrictions. These will 
blight views, while adding to gen¬ 
eral street clutter. 

Both my daughters live in 
Kingston controlled parking 
zones and, being busy working 
mothers, regularly overlook the 
need to replace visitor tokens. 
Unlike the areas where they live, 
there does not seem to be any 
provision in the proposal for pay 
and display areas. 

At present, one of my daugh¬ 
ters is waiting for tickets 
requested five working days ago. 
I believe the permits have to 
come from Sunderland. 

My daughters are not careless 
people but have suffered parking 
penalties for accidentally not fol¬ 
lowing the rules to the letter. 
Others have told me of similar 
treatment. 

If the Blagdon Road multi¬ 
storey car park were made free 
or charged at a nominal rate then 
I believe many of our parking 
problems would be solved. Of 
course, if this building were re¬ 
developed without similar provi¬ 
sion there would be more 
dwellings and even more 


pressure on available parking. 

Of course, a parking scheme 
would displace commuters, shop¬ 
pers and Malden Centre users 
looking for free parking. 

I also understand the frustra¬ 
tion of not being able to park 
near your own home especially if 
coping with babies, children, 
heavy shopping, or infirmity. 

However, I believe we should be 
fully aware of the requirements 
of a controlled parking zone. 

When a similar scheme was re¬ 
jected some 20 years ago, I re¬ 
member a Dukes Avenue 
resident saying that they were 
fully aware of the situation when 
they bought their property and 
could not see any reason to try 
changing the rules. 

Apparently, in the Gloucester 
Road “N” scheme, residents were 
told that they would be able to 
change their minds within a year 
if they did not like the scheme - 
after a year they were told that it 
was too late now, too much 
money had been spent on the 
scheme. 

I urge those affected by this 
proposal for New Malden to re¬ 
spond to the RBK online survey 
and make their views known.

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I t is plausible that you may 
have seen the cast of Sir Trevor 
Nunn's the Wars of the Roses 
wandering back to The Rose The¬ 
atre recently armed with life- 
sized novelty inflatables. 

Don't panic, this was not a last- 
minute prop dash-SirTrevor has 
not taken leave of his senses. 

Actor Robert Sheehan, who 
plays Richard III in the "box set" 
trilogy of Shakespearean plays, 
explains: "Myself and Kare Conra- 
di, our lovely Edward IV, have a 
little dressing room at the back 
with Rufus Hound and Michael 
Xavier and to decorate it we were 
just at the other end of town in a 
party shop and we got a load of 
inflatable things to put in the 


dressing room. We got a gigantic 
Stormtrooper and a big-boobed 
lady. Kare was just walking 
through central Kingston with a 
giant Stormtrooper and I had a 
booby lady on a pink ribbon. We 
were getting some strange looks 
from the people of Kingston." 

A certain amount of levity is 
probably necessary given the 
task at hand for the actors. The 
Wars of the Roses is probably the 
most ambitious project the Rose 
has hosted: three Shakespearean 
histories, latterly described as 
the Bard's Game of Thrones, run¬ 
ning concurrently. 

The cast includes acting royalty 
Joely Richardson and Rufus 
Hound. They are all directed by 


Sir Trevor. 

Sheehan says: "Being in the old 
Nunnery is a joy. It was not some¬ 
thing that could be easily ig¬ 
nored or passed up. The 
opportunity of being under the 
man's stewardship for nine weeks 
of rehearsals and flannelling 
around in rehearsals and getting 
the chance to play Richard III for 
him is a pretty big deal." 

The 27-year-old adds: "It's such 
a monumental task to get the 
three plays in order. I think we're 
there. It has been sort of crazed 
and panicked. I think the only pa¬ 
tient and calm person in the re¬ 
hearsal room consistently has 
been Trevor." 

Sheehan has worked with Joely 


Richardson before on The Mes¬ 
senger, which was released last 
week and also starred Lily Cole 
and Jack Fox, though this time he 
has relished spending more time 
with her on set. 

He says: "In The Messenger, we 
only had all of about three days 
together. It was very intense, we 
were moving at a very quick pace 
and we didn't get to know each 
other that well. It has been lovely 
having all this time to get to 
know each other a little better."

Getting your deposit back at the 
end of your tenancy is as important 
to you as getting the property 
back in good condition is to your 
landlord. 

If you don't leave your rented 
property as you found it when 
you moved in - excluding from 
fair wear and tear - some or all 
of your deposit may be deducted 
to cover the cost of any repairs, re¬ 
placements or cleaning needed. 

The following five simple steps 
will help you keep your home in 
good order so that you are more 
likely to receive your full deposit 
back once you move out. 

1) Are you happy with the 
inventory? The inventory and 
schedule of condition records 
details of everything in the proper¬ 
ty and its condition; this is what will 
be referred to when you move out 
to decide whether or not you are 
leaving the property as you found 
it. This is your opportunity to make 
all marks, scratches and damage 
that pre-date your tenancy known 
to your landlord and letting agent. 


So ensure you take your time to 
make sure you are happy with this 
important document and that every 
issue you have noticed is registered 
in it. Getting things down in writing 
on day one ensures your deposit 
will not be kept to fix problems you 
didn't cause. 

2) Ventilate to reduce the 
risk of damp. One of the most 
contentious issues in rental 
properties is damp. The last 

thing you want is for this unwanted, 
slimy intruder to appear around 
your walls and ceilings. 

In order to combat the threat of 
damp, you should make an effort to 
open windows and use ventilation 
as often as possible, avoid drying 
washing indoors and use a 
dehumidifier if required. 

3) Is your garden becoming 
overgrown? Check the terms of 
your tenancy agreement, and if 
it's your responsibility to maintain 
a garden you should do this 
throughout the time you live in a 
home. Tackling a messy garden in 
one hit at the end of your tenancy 


could be a huge task, so regular 
maintenance is the only way to 
ensure this job doesn't get out of 
hand. 

4) It's up to you to report 
problems. What may start as a 
minor annoyance can soon require 
major repairs - and it's your duty 
to report it. Have you noticed a 
long-standing leak? 

Has damp started to appear in the 
bathroom? Is water struggling to 
drain from your bath or basin? It's 
up to you to tell your landlord or 
letting agent so such problems can 


be fixed before they grow. Failure 
to inform the landlord or agent 
of any issues can result in you 
being liable for the damage 
caused. 

5) Tidy, clean and do whatever 
else it takes! Leaving your home 
in exactly the same state it was in 
when you moved in is a must. In 
many cases, tenants who fail to get 
their full deposit returned simply 
haven't put in enough hard graft 
with quality cleaning aids. 

Don't think your landlord won't 
notice water marks on surfaces, dirt 


on the skirting boards or stains on 
the carpet. The property must be 
cleaned to a professional standard 
when you move out if you want to 


get your deposit back in full, so hire 
a professional cleaner.

LOOKS AND IMAGE: Given its age it 
is remarkable how little the DB9's 
shape has changed over the last 
decade, but that is a testament to 
just how pretty it was in the first 
place. The subtle enhancements of 


this GT version are just that; wel¬ 
come, but just fresh icing on a deli¬ 
cious cake. The black-finished front 
splitter and rear diffuser are nice 
touches and the new wheels are a 
delight. 

Those looks are still guaranteed to 
turn heads, which is part of the 
reason it has such a fantastic image. 
British, stylish and relatively 
discreet - just like a certain secret 
agent. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: The 

DB9 is better than it used to be in 


this respect, although it's best suit¬ 
ed to two adults with the possible 
occasional inclusion of a pair of 
small children. It's a grand tourer in 
the traditional sense, so there's an 
intimate cabin for the two up front 
and 155 litres of space for your 
weekend luggage in the boot, and 
use the rear seats for odds and 
ends. The latest infotainment up¬ 
grade is a welcome addition too, 
with better responses and more fea¬ 
tures than before. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: The DB9 GT 


isn't just a high performance grand 
tourer, it is a car that delivers a gen¬ 
uine sense of occasion. Sliding be¬ 
hind the wheel into the beautifully 
finished cabin makes you feel spe¬ 
cial; firing up the V12 engine con¬ 
firms it. 

Driven sensibly, the DB9 GT is low 
effort and comfortable. The ride is 
well judged, keeping everything 
level and stable but filtering out 
road pimples, while the automatic 
gearbox marshals the huge amount 
of torque on offer. Squeeze the ac¬ 


celerator gently and there's a seem¬ 
ingly infinite amount of urge avail¬ 
able, all delivered without any fuss. 

Really press on and the DB9 GT is 
ready to play. It's a relatively big 
car but there's three damper 
settings and three for the stability 
control too, and should you be feel¬ 
ing brave and talented, it will play 
the hooligan. 

As fast (if not faster) than you 
could possibly need in the UK and 
beyond, it is a car that delights in so 
many ways.
